Canadian Winter Port Does 
Big Business. 

Halifax, N.S.—Thirty-five thoueand 
passengers were landed in Halifax 
from transatlantic liners during what 
is termed “the winter port” season, or 
those months, December, 
February, March and part of April, 
when the St. Lawrence ports being 
closed, ships are diverted to Halifax. 
The very great majority of this num- 
ber was composed of tmmigrants, or 
settlers. It is the largest passenger 
traffic through the port since pre-war 
days, with exception, of course; of the 
war and demobilization traffic, which 
reached abnormal heights under ab- 
normal conditions. 

The Canadian National Railway 
handled the entire traffic out of the 
port to western points, dispatching as 
many as 10 special trains over a week- 
end, and cutting down the time be 
tween Halifax and Montreal to 24 
hours. The number of immigrants 
passing through Halifax for the period 
was twice that of the same time last

Advertisements I Prohibited 


The Government _ Control Bill 
forbids the publishing of adver- 
tisements for liquor by newspapers 
in Ontario. Some-time ago we 
protested against this. We think 
this prohibition might weil be  re- 
moved and the matter left to the 
newspapers. Newspapers from other 
provinces and other states, cannot 
be prevented from carrying such 
advertising. Then the province 
will be flooded with circulars.. The 
Premier is no doubt going slow. 
His bill is not a perfect one by 
any means, and will be open to 
mendment, Perhaps, this prohib- 
tion will be removed in a year's 
time. The Premier found most 
weekly papers opposed to him last 
election, with here and there out- 
standing exceptions, and must 
smile away to himself when he sees 
beer advertisements even now ap- 
pearing in papers that opposed him.

CHE OF e:SERIOUS DISEASE BEE+ 
KEEPERS MUST MEET. 
Progress Is Being Made, But Further 


Co-operation With Government 
Men Is Essential. 


(Contributed by Ontario Department ef 
Agriculture. Toronto.) 


During the past three years there 
has been considerable investigation 


{work in connection with the treat- 


ment of American foufbrood and Dr. 
I. C. Hutzelman, of Ohio, introduced 
a solution, composed of alcohol-for-" 


jmalin, which has been used by many 


beekeepers to kill the spores and 
germs acusing American foul-brood 
in the drawn combs used by the bees. 

In the late winter and early spring 
of 1924, Prof. Jones, of the Bacteri- 


| Dlogy Department, conducted a num- 


ber of laboratory experiments in con- 
nection with the treatment of Amer- 
ican foulbrood infected combs. Prc* 
Jones used a number of well-known 
germicides and disinfectants, and his 
conclusions were that, so far as Amer- 
ican foulbrood was concerned, the 
spores were very hard to kill. Prof. 
Jones found that a solution of fory 
malin and water, as well as alcohol~ 
formalin, gave positive results in 
laboratory tests and this former solu- 
tlon was much more economical than 
alcohol-formalin, 

In the summer of 1924 Mr. G. L. 
Jarvis, and in 1925 Mr. G. L. Jarvis 
and Mr. R. M. Pugh, of the Apicul- 
ture Department, carried out a num- 
ber of experiments in the aplary, us- 
ing infected combs which had been 
treated with various strengths of for- 
malin and water and alcohol-forma- 
lin. Combless packages of bees, from 
the south, were placed on these 
treated combs and_ results \ noted. 
This experiment will be conducted 
again in 1926. 

The results of the aplary experi- 
ments, thus far, show that there is 
a very serious danger when the bee- 
keeper saves infected brood combs 
tor treatment with ¢ither alcohol- 
formalin or formalin-water solutions. 
In some cases American toulbrood 


has reappeared in-some of the colo- 
nies having treated combs.

Scheme for Establishing Stages in Ocean at Which Air- 
planes Might Alight.and Refuel Comes Into 


Transatlantic Air Service Consideration.

Each island was an immense pon- 
toon of horseshoe shape, open at the 
poop. “Perhaps an anchorage in deep 
water is impracticable, but the con- 
struction can be furnished with power- 
ful propellers which would maintain it 
in position, keeping its nose windward. 
At the opening would ,be a breakwater 
and the internal basin would be com- 
paratively caln. 

Experts believe such a design within

far beyond the experimental stage. Its

Here is, indeed, fascinating material 
for the Economic Conference, which 
may help to lighten its duller mo- 
mente.

If the foliage of roses is injured 
by insects and disease, not only are 
the plants very much disfigured and 
the general effect of the roses gréat- 
ly reduced but the. plants are weak- 
aned and the growth will not be as 
strong nor the flowers as good as If 
the leaves are unhurt. Injury can 
be prevented by starting to protect 
the plants before the harm Is done. 
There is a very good mixture which 
will control both disease and insects, 
the formula for which is,—Finely 
ground sulphur dust 90 parts, arsen- 
ate of lead dust 10 parts, tobacco 
dust 10 parts. These should be 
thoroughly mixed together and dust- 
ed on the plants beginning as soon as 
possible and at intervals of about 
three weeks or less, if any injury is 
noticed, throughout the season. 
The sulphur dust controls the afs- 
eases, especially black spot, the ar- 
senate of lead the insects that eat 
pieces out of the-leaves and buds: it 
helps also in controlling disease. 
The tobacco dust controls the aphis 
or plant lice which suck out the sap 
and can only be killed by contact 
with the dust. Briefly, sulphur 
for disease, an arsenical for biting 
insects, and a tobacco preparation 
for sucking insects, applied in good 
time, will keep the follage in good 
condition. i 

Roses need an abundance of ayail- 
able plant food, hence the soil should 
be manured each year, preferably 
with well rotted stable manure, but, 
in order to get the full benef of this 
the surface soil should be kept 
loosened to permit air to enter and 
to help make qvailable the plant food 
there. This loosening of the sur- 
face soil will also help to conserve 
moisture. Careful attention to all 
these things will ensure deep, green 
foliage free from blemish, which will 
set off the bloom to best advantage.

AMERICAN PAPERS . 
ON NEW BORDER LAW 


Views of Leading U.S. Dailies | 


| on Dept. of Labor Ruling. 
The problem of Canadians and 
hers working in American border 
cities while living in their own coun- 
tries Is brought to the fore by a new 
ruling o the Department of Labor de- 
fining the status of naturalized and 
; native-born Canadians who “commute” 
to Detroit and other American cities, 
year in and year out. It has been esti- 
mated -that 15,000" people cross the 
boundary line’ between Windsor, On- 
tario, and Detroit each day, and that 
fully two-thirds of this number are 
naturalized citizens of the Dominion. 
These 15,000 workers are said by labor 
/ organizations in Detroit to be increas- 
ing unemployment there. At the same 
j time, the border towns o Canada are, 


tracted to ietshy American cities by 
higher wages. And while the Depart- 
ment of Labor can not bar native-born 
Canadians, since their right of entry 
is guaranteed by existing immigration 
laws and *y treaty, the Secretary of 
Labor, explains the Detroit, “News,” 
may impose any degree of yegulation 
he sees fit on the entry of naturalized 
citizens of Canada, 

“The ‘joker’ in the new order,” ex- 
plains Jay G. Hayden, Washington cor- 
respondent of “The News,” “is that 
this group of entrants will be required 
to obtain passport visas from the coun- 
try of their birth, and this, it is ex- 
pected, many of them will be unable 
to do.” Meanwhile, we are told: 

The New Requirements 

“Canadian-born persons who have 
been coming into the United States 
since July 1, 1924, will be able to con- 
tinue so doing by paying a $10 pase- 
port fee and a head tax of $8,°a total 
of $18. Passport visas for these can 


.|be obtained from American consular 
. Jofficers in Canada. 


“Canadians of all sorts who made 
their initial entrance to the United 
States since June 30, 1924, will be: re- 
quired to Observe all the provisions of 
the Immigration Law, but persone in 
thig class who have been regularly 
crossing the border will be given until 
December 1, 1927, to obtain the neces- 
sary visas and otherwise comply with 
the new regulations. The entrance of 
new aliens, seeking employment in 
Detroit and other American ‘cities, is 
entirely prohibited,” 

Some Favor New Law 

This new ruling “may cause some in- 
convenience to Canadians, but it is in 
no way unfair,” maintains the Man- 
chester “Union.” “It is a thoroughly 
legitimate means of protecting the 
American labor market for Amert- 
cans.” The position taken by the\De- 
partment of Labor, agrees the Grand 
Rapids “Herald,” “is fundamentally 
sound, and should be maintained.” 

Others are Against it 

In the opinion o the Detroit “Free 
Prese’’: 

“There ie nothing in the economic 
situation which justifies such an order, 
and nothing in the immigration prob- 
lems; and it is highly discourteous to 
pleasant neighbors and friends. As 
far ag is known, the only demand for 
exclusion is made by a little labor 
clique affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor, but out of har- 
mony with all the better principles and | 
practises of that organization, and! 


; highly misrepresentative of and indif- 
ferent to the real welfare and interest 
of this city. , I 

“We. do not. mean to minimize the 
importance or difficult nature of the 
‘immigration. problem at the. port of 
Detroit. It is a big one and véxations. 
Much closer supervision of transient 
travel must be maintained than form- 
erly was necessary. If the Federal 


tion of pre ting rules through one 
department another department 
is unable to uphold. : 
, “The reguiations have naturally 
arouped indignation In Canada; One 
hewspaper of standing declares that 
relations between the two countries” 
have reached a ‘turning-point.’
